In 
early life he served a* a sanctuary 
boy and the >1*1 duties came fresh to 
I his mind. He immediately volunteered 
his cervices 


Washington, Jan. 16.—The constitu­ 
tionality oi the em ployers’ liability law 
passed by congress in 1908 was up­ 
held by Hat suprem e court of the Unit­ 
ed States in all cases before It. 
T he court also decided that state 
courts might enforce that act when 
local laws w ere appropriate. 
T he opinion was announced by Ju s­ 
tice Van Devantor. 
T he 
opinion 
held 
that 
congress 
might make regulations between car­ 
riers aud emyloyea in inter state tom 
m erce and th at cong; ess did not ex­ 
ceed its powers in the enactm ent of 
the law and that the abrogation of the 
“fellow servants" rule did not irnpaii 
the validity of the law. 
The present law, unlike the previous 
one condemned, the court held, did not 
clash with state's rights over inter­ 
state commerce. The contention of the 
railroads that it created a class rail­ 
road carriers, am enable to the law and 
others not am enable, was also reject 
ed. 
The court adm itted that the state 
had, to a small extent, passed laws to 
th e sam e effect, but again declared 
now that congress uas passed legisla 
Hon on the question, the stale laws 
must give way to federal laws. 
Congress, the opinion set forth, had 
not gone beyond lls power by abiogat- 
ing the common law rule that an em ­ 
ployer was not liable for m e injuries 
resulting to employe* by the negll 
gen<e of fellow 
s e n ants. 
"No on* 
has a vested property right 
in the 
common law." said Justice Van De 
v Bittor. 
No objection was found In th** fact 
that the act did away with the doc­ 
trine of "assum ption of risk" by em- 
plo>es and restricted the dot trine of 
“contributory negligence." 
The decision was unanimous ami a 
complete victory for the government 
on every point.

YUAN PARTIAL TO AMERICANS 


How Chinoa# Dictator Obeyed Order* 
of Lato Dowager Empress and 
Saved Foreigners. 


Maj. H enry Leonard of tho United 
States marine corps, retired, who lost 
an arm at Tientsin and 
won a cap­ 
taincy In Pekin, has seen a great deal 
of Yuan Bbih-kai, who, according 
to 
the dispatches, ie now dictator in the 
Chlneeo empire. “Yuan’s son used 
to 
com e a g reat deal to my quarters 
in 
Pekin,” says Maj. Leonard. “He spoke 
English fluently, 
but 
his 
father did 
not speak the language at all. 
For all 
that 
he 
seem ed to have a great lik­ 
ing for Americans. 
T hat he la a man 
of g reat sagacity and foresight was 
shown by the way in which he obey­ 
ed tho orders from 
the 
throne 
in 
1900 to march against Pekin and crash 
the foreigners who were cooped up 
there In the legation quarters. 
At that 
tim e there was only 1,800 of us, 
all 
told, and m atters had become so des­ 
perate with us when we were relieved 
that We had already drawn lots to see 
which would kill the women and chil­ 
dren In case the Chinese arm y attack­ 
ed us. 
“Had Yuan ocme against us he could 
easily have exterm inated us, 
as 
we 
wouldn’t have had a show. 
Yuan was 
not afraid to lead such an attack, but 
he never reached Pekin. 
He m arched 
his army up and down in S hantung 
province, of which he was 
governor, 
for a whola month. 
He could always 
report that be was actively in the field 
against the foreigners, but he was care­ 
ful not to got near enough to us to 
attack us. 
“Therefore, when China decided it 
wanted peace the foreign governm ents 
had Yuan as in* ii.chi Aor, 
and 
the 
dowager em press thought so well of 
his services that he could have had 
anything he wished 
in China so long 
aa h e lived.”
